LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
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The Well-To-Do White Boy. 

Much has been said and written within the 
past few years about the necessity of furnish- 
ing ways and means to better the condition 
of the poor white boy in the south. From 
almost every educational intsitution addresses 
have poured forth in a continvous stream, 
demanding that the state and wealthy indi- 
vidual should consider it their highest duty 
to provide against the dreadful fate in store 
for the poor white boy. I would not detract 


made. nor would I stay the sentiment which 


is being déveloped in this direction; 
but I would add that it is the 
duty of parents and educational institu- 


tions to urge the betterment of the condition 
of the white boy who is well-to-do. The well- 
to-do white boy, as a general rule, from 18 to 
2! years of age, has received a high school 
education; has possibly been to a business ecol- 
lege a time sufficient to make him a good pen- 
man and an average master of accounts; he 
wears clothes above the average in style and 
quality; frequently goes in the best society, 
and is a most splendid fellow to meet ata 
dinner or in company with our friends; he is 
up on the general of the day; knows 
what is going on at theaters, and is enthusias- 
tic athletics—though, in general, he Is 
not of an ,athlete himself; he may not 
have any- vices; his religion and morals may 
be without blemish, and his friends may he 
unable to point to a Single defect in his char- 
acter; he has spent a great deal of time in 
preparing himself for association with refined 
people, and in obtaining the education and ac- 
complishments: which mark him as a gentle- 
man; but there is one fatal defect in his make- 
up which the door of immediate suc- 
cess against him, and which prevents his ob- 
taining employment, unless he happens to pos- 
sess the influence of wealthy friends or rela- 
tions; this defect is his inability to perform 
and his distaste for skilled labor, which de- 
mands good pay. 

Compared with the poor white boy, the well- 
to-do white boy {s, in some respects, far more 
to be pitied, and is a* more fit subject for our 
sympathy and for our efforts toward -better- 
ing his condition. The poor white bov. has few 
wants, good health, and self-relianee, the ac- 
companiments of adversitv. He is not a bur- 
den upon the community because he is willing 
which will give him &

living. and he is pot ton proud to be ahove 
the character of work for which his talents 


may fit him. 

On the other hand, the well-to-do boy is fre- 
quently a burden unon his relatives and frienGs 
in the community, ‘because his wants are many; 
his physical constitution Is apt to be delicate, 
and his continued dependence upon others has 
diminished self-reliance to such am extent 
that he is timid to make the bold strokes 
necessary his own salvation. His greatest 
drawback aversion-to accepting a posi- 
tion which is. almost invariably teo subordl- 
nate. in his opinton, for his qualifications, and 
too humble for the demands of false notions 
of pride with which he has been saturated by 
his training in the usual methods of education 

As a proof of the foregoing statements, ad- 
vertise for a bookkeeper, a stenographer, a 
general office man, an agent, in anv of our 
papers, and you are flooded with replies; ad- 
vertise for a machinist, an. expert engineer. 
an ice plant engineer, a chemical engineer, or 
a textile expert for any branch of the cotton 
manufacturing buisness and you will be fortu- 
nate to receive one reply from a person who 
would be suitable for the position. 

The most remarkable evidence in favor of 
changing some of the existing methods of 
training our young men is afforded in a “ase 
of advertising which is just being made publie 
in this eclty. An enterprising firm advertised 
for three weeks an offer of a $10 fountain 
pen to the person who would send them a pos- 
tal card containing a certain sentence written 
with a pen the greatest number of times. 
There were 15,070 postal cards received by 
this firm‘in answer to the advertisemert. Over 
8.000 of these came from the state of Geor- 
gia. The winning card, as were many otners, 
Was, in some work of art, and 
showed that long preparation and practice had 
been necessary to produce it, The writer spent 
hours in its execution. Competi- 
this contest wrote from Maine to Mex- 
ico, and the result is conclusive evidence that 
thousands of our young men are willing and 
equipped to engage in the softer walks of life 
for insignificant compensation. 

Look on that picture and then look on this, 
Only two years ago the State Fair Association, 
in Atlanta, offered a prize of $50 in cash to 
the young man who would produce with tools 
the best set of models in wéod, and two months 
were given for preparation. A similar prize 
was offered for a set of models, to be produced 
by any young man in Georgia, in smith work, 
There were about a half dozen motieis ef each, 
wood and iron, none of them were compli- 
cated, and none of them required one-tenth of 
the skill and accuracy necessary to write an 
elegant postal card. Drawings of these mod- 
els were printed, and the contest was adver- 
tised in the state of Georgia, and in other 
states, with all the elaborate notoriety usually 
given to attractions at a state fair. The draw- 
ings were issued on application to the 
president « school of technology, and ne 
young man in the state of Georgia Was ex- 
empt from the competition, except the stu- 
dents of the Sch of Technology. Notwith- 
standing the fact that either set of models 
could have been made within a few days; not- 
withstanding the notoriety and advertising 
which the offer received at the time; notwith- 
standing the fact that it was generally known 
and published that would be probably 
few competitors for this prizg. I remember that 
there were under twenty-five applications for 
the drawings. How many of models do 
you suppose were submitted? In wood work, 
none; in smith work, none. Any young man in 
Georgia could have hammered together a few 
little blocks of wood with the poorest skill, 
and could have submitted a few, pieces of fron 
hammered into shape to conform to the draw- 
ings as crudely as possible, and won $100 for 
his pains, but there was not a youth in the 
state who took any interest in the offer. Was 
it a lack of training along practical lines, cr 
was it too much training along unpractical 
lines which kept this fund of $100 in the cof- 
fers of the State Fair Association? 

Contrast the two cases here mentioned, On 
the hand we have over 5,000 Georgians 
showing their skill on a postal card for a re- 
ward of a $10 fountain pen, and on the other 
hand we find that not one Georgia boy was 
willing to compete for a cash prize of $59 
by submitting a set of wooden models; or to 
cempete for another cash prize of $50 by sub-

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State Will Now Lease Some 900 
Convicts to Naval Stores Com- 
pany January 1.

Tallahassee, Fla., December 
cial.)—Cireuit Judge Malone today de- 
cided the famous convict lease case in- 
volving the disposition of 900 convicts 
for four years, beginning 7>n:uary 1 next. 

Camp & West, phosphate operators, 0+ 
Jacksonville, filed a bill for injunction 
to restrain the officials from delivering 
state convicts to the Florida Naval Stores 
and Commission Company until 300 of said 
convicts had been awarded and delivered 
to Camp & West. The latter firm claimed 
to have contract with state authorities 
dated February 13, 1901, for 300 convicts. 
On June 28 last the officials made a con- 
tract to lease all of the state convicts 
to the Naval Stores company for four 
years, beginning January 1 next. The 
state authorities deny that the Camp & 
West contract was ever perfected or ap- 
proved as required by law. 

After an exhaustive argument by seven 
of the state’s lawyers, Judge Mapne to- 
day sustained the demurrer of the Camp

She took 
the package, and young Walthour went 
back to his duties as bicycle messenger. 

He met the trim yOung woman on se®- 
eral other professional occasions and the 
men noticed that whenever he went there 
he stayed a little longer each time, and 
some one made a remark about it, Dut 
Walthour said nothing. He had even then 
ideas about bicycling and about races 
and riders and amused himself in his odd 
hours reading about the performances of 
Zimmerman, Willie Windle and other 
10w forgotten stars, who were then 
prominent on the cycle horizon. He 
wanted to be a racer, and amused him- 
self by having impromptu brushes with 
the other bicycle messengers, and gen. 
erally beat them. 

One spring a certain bicycle firm held 
a road race a few miles outsi(® of the 
city, and Walthour was entered along 
with several other very speéUy messen- 
gers. The distance was 5 miles, and to 
the winner went a considerable prestige 
and a pair of bicycle shoes. Walthour 
won. It was his very first race, and 
among the throng that greeted him as 
he rode across tne finish line was the 
trim young woman with the pretty golden 
hair.

Coeducation in Germany. 

Boston Transcript: In Germany edu- 
cational boards are waking up to the ad- 
vantages of coeducation and at a recent 
convention of the public school teachers 
of Westphalia the fcllowing resolutions 
were adopted: 

1. The aim of the public schoo! is the 
same for both sexcs. 

2. Although the individual talents of the 
eexes are different and require diffcrent 
treatment, a one-sided cultivation of them 
may easily create an unnatural chasm be- 
tween boys and girls, so it seems desirable 
to educate them togecber. 

3. Another reason for coeducation in the 
public schools is that. although the two 
sexes will hold different positions in after 
life, yet life brings them face to face with 
the same problems. 

4. The different degree of interest taken 
in different branches by boys and girls 
may prove advantageous to both. 

5. The habit of daily assoclation with 
the opposite sex tends to diminish the 
moral dangers of growing boys and girls. 

6. Coeducation {Is the most natural sys- 
tem, because it is mcst like education in 
the family. 

The public school teachers of Wurtem- 
berg, at another meeting, declared that 
“for the sake of a more advantageous or- 
genization of the schools, small communi- 
ties should not found separate schools fer 
boys and girls.’’ Baden and Wurtemberg, 
from this time, will admit girls to the 
boys’ preparatory schools on passing the 
entrance examination.
